Penniless Artist Finds 


CONGRESS STAMPS 
UAY ON 9 BILLS 


NEW YORK, Aug. . 19.—(/)— 
Isador J. Muller tonight mentally 
dipped his artist’s brushes into a 
pot of gold he found at the end of 
a rainbow arched through the clouds 
of poverty and Wiley’s Post’s death. 

Muller is the painter and posses- 
sor of what is believed to bé the 
last portrait of Post. 

Those who sought out Muller 
after the tragedy in Alaska found 
him penniless and facing eviction. 

But a nation, grieving over death, 
also helped one living in despair. 

Tonight Muller’s rent is paid, he 
has $150 and promised commissions’ 
totaling $2,750. 

The story of his plight brought 
a telephoned offer of the $300 life 
savings of a Greenwich, Conn., 
chauffeur and his wife. . 

Gratefully Muller went to Green- 
wich and was handed the money. 

Back in New York, he was sum- 
moned to a New Jersey amusement 
park where the owner offered $300 
for a portrait of himself. 

When her husband came home, 
Mrs. Muller told him one woman 
had left $50 and that three com- 
missions totaled $650. 

But what about the portrait of 
Wiley Post? 

“A man on Long Island offered 
me $1,800 for it today,” Muller 
said. “But I told him he’d have to 
wait until I heard from a Mr. 
Davenport who was here first and 
said he would try to raise $1,400 
to buy it for his Oklahoma city as 
a memorial. 

“IT think it would be nicer if the 
Oklahoma people bought it.”

Controversies which have held con- 
gressional committees in deadlock for 
three months melted away, and legis- 
lators who were too weary to talk let 
bills go through without debate.

MORE TROUBLE FOR CHINA 

The Chinese government, already 
beset by various troubles, will be 
fortunate if its woes are not materi- 
ally increased as a result of the 
two bandit raids in the territory 
between Peiping and the Manchu- 
kuo border, in one of which sev- 
eral Koreans, Japanese citizens, were 
murdered, while 2 prominent Brit- 
ish journalist was kidnaped and 
later killed in another raid. 


The recent friction between the 
Chinese and Japanese, resulting in 
the Nanking government being 
forced to accept further limitation 
of its authority in the Peiping area, 
arose out of disorders in the so- 
called ‘“‘neutral’’ territory between 
that city and the Manchurian 
border. 

The present bandit outbreaks in 
this territory—the bandits being 
either soldiers or former soldiers in 
the Chinese armies—has already 
been designated as “serious” by 
Japanese military leaders, and the 
British government announces it 
has made “strong representations” 
over the murder of the Manchester 
journalist who was former secre- 
tary to David Lloyd George. 

The Canton government is now 
busied with the attempt to extend 
relief to the huge area in which 
thousands lost their lives and mil- 
lions of dollars in property was de- 
stroyed by the recent floods on the 
Yangtze, the imminent threat of 
widespread famine from drouths in 
other regions, the activities of Japa- 
nese, Russian and British agents in 
Kansu_ province, and the drive

Speaking strictly as a health teach- 
er I admire and applaud woman's 
fearlessness in dress. That she gets 
along remarkably well without many 
clothes every one but her husband or 
father will admit. 

It is not fashion alone that dictates 
her wanton baring of neck and knees, 
spine, sternum, et cetera. The mod- 
ern woman sees pretty clearly through 
all this old hokum bunkem about 
scanty clothing and galloping con- 
sumption or undiscernible lingerie and 
rheumatism eventually if not this win- 


ter. Though dumb enough she has 
enough native perception to notice 
that consumption and rheumatism pre- 
vail inversely as the square yards of 
cloth used to dress a woman. 

Women in this country are enjoy- 
ing better health than their mothers 
Or grandmothers ever knew, - partic- 
ulariy in respect, to bronchial troubles 
and tuberculosis. The sex in fact 
has proved so perverse about this that 
all but the veriest old fossils in the 
medical profession have left off warn- 
ing the foolish young women of the 
bugaboos of rheumatiz, pneumonia and

Before he spoke, officials already 
were predicting storm clouds for Eu- 
rope and a return of “jungle law.” 
One high official had said privately 
that Europe “faces a crisis like that 
of 1914.” 

French leaders had placed little 
hope in subsequent efforts of the 
League of Nations and Aloisi did not 
lull their fears Mussolini would not 
be daunted in his march to colonial 
power when hé added: 

“Diplomatic channels have little 
chance to settle our affairs with Ethi- 
opia.” 

As for the League covenant’s guar- 
antee of independence and integrity 
for its member nations, he remarked: 

“The League engaged itself to do a 
lot of things it has not done.” 

He also said Italy has not decided 
to send representatives to the League 
sessions starting September 4. 

These comments had a depressing 
effect on the French, who were, al- 
ready alarmed at the collapse of the 
efforts to find a road to peace for 
these reasons: 

First, the possible loss of Italian 
friendship; 

Second, the threat to the existence 
of the League of Nations; 

Third, the blow to French hopes of 
a united front by the former allies 
against Germany ; 

Fourth, the undermining of that re- 
spect for treaties upon which the 
whole system of international morality 
depends.

Two Scientists Reveal Production 
Of Artiticial Growth Regulators 


First Synthetic Hormone Ever Manufactured Also An- 
nounced in San Francisco Before American Chemical 
Society; Acid Found in Sheep Wool Grease. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 19,—( 
Production of 20 milligrams of panto- 
thenic acid—a powérful regulator. of 
growth—was announced today before 
the American Chemical Society. 

At the same time the society’s nine- 
tleth annual convention was informed 
that 200 drams of the first synthetic 
male hormone ever “manufactured” 
also has been produced. 

Professor Roger J. Williams, o 
Oregon State College, in a report at 
the society’s opening session, revealed 
the production of the acid. Dr. L. 
Ruzicka, of Zurich, Switzerland, told 
of naking the synthetic hormone from 
grease of sheep’s wool. 

Although an amount of the acid 
weighing less than half a drop of 
water has been obtained, the Oregon 
scientist disclosed that much has been 
learned about the factor governing the 
growth of all forms of life. 

He said he believed the funda- 
mental facts in process of unfolding 
will have an important bearing in ex- 
plaining growth and also in practical 


discovery of the vital element to the 
Century of Progress meeting of the 
society in 1933. Two years have been 
required to produce the acid after its 
important function was discovered. 

The acid, Professor Williams said, 
apparently is a universal constituent 
of al] living cells—plant, animal and 
bacteria. 

Minute amounts of the acid, he 
said, have a remarkable effect in 
stimulating the growths of various 
types of plants and single-celled ani- 
mals. 

From grease of sheep’s wool the 

chemist has provided the man of 

medicine with an artificial male sex 

hormone with which he may be able to 

correct sex abnormalities and other 
hysical and malcharacteristics, Dr.

At that time, Governor Talmadge, 
Chairma> Wilburn and the other 
members of the highway board con- 
tended that the reorganization demand 
was a “snoke screen” and that the 
basic and only underlying cause of 
the dispute was the Ball’s Ferry 
bridge, which was being advocated by 
Congressman Carl Vinson of the sixth 
Georgia district, a strong administra- 
tion backe~ i- the house of representa- 
tives. 

Inasmvch as there was no mention 
of this or any other controversial 
project i Secretary Wallace's letter 
received here yesterday it was under- 
stood that there will be no further 
difficulty regarding this phase of the 
controversy. There was no mention of 
the project in the Wilburn reply to 
Secretary Wallace. 

The two phases of the tangle on 
which there was no accord reached 
were considered a detailed explana- 
tion of his previous demande for in- 
creased efficiency in the highway de- 
partment. 

General Reorganization Asked. 

Secretary Wallace asked for a gen- 
eral reorganization and the establish- 
ment of an “adequate and acceptable 
headquarters engineering organization 
to proceed with consistent dispatch.” 
He also asked for reorganization 0o 
the field personnel asserting that “five 
divisions are the minimum that can 
be regarded as adequate to handle the 
work.” 

To this the highway board replied 
that it agreed to provide adequate 
and competent engineers. 

But Chairman Wilburn and his as- 
sociates disagreed with the proposed 
increase in the number of divisions 
from three to five, asserting in their 
reply to the secretary that ‘“‘we have 
found that the number of divisions 
maintained has no bearing whatever 
on the competence of the organization, 
or the quality of work that canbe 
done by the organization. The reason 
that we cut from six to three was due 
to the fact that each division required 
an office force—had to pay rent for 
buildings and each wanted to maintain 
shops for their division.” 

Savings Are Cited. 

Further disagreeing with the secre- 
tary, the board said “‘we found that 
7 cutting them to three we could 
eliminate one-half of the rent, half of 
the power and water bills, and other 
incidentals which amounted to con- 
siderable money.

Answering the demand that the 
salaries be restored to their 1933 level, 
the board wrote:

All of which reminds me that.during the 36 hours the Peli- 
cans were leading the grand march in the Southern league, sev- 
eral baseball fans wrote, asking your reporter what he thought 
about the Shaugnessy system now that the Crackers were out 
of first place. They recalled a previous piece for the paper in’ 
which all artificialities, such as the Shaugnessy system, were | 
severely indicted as being stop-gaps to aid owners who never | 
had any intention of building a winning club. And _ they 
thought, the Crackers being out of first place, the indictment. 
might not stand. 

It does. The Shaugnessy system is unworthy no 
matter where Atlanta happens to be in the league stand- 
ing. The team which wins the most baseball games in 
the normal schedule of 154 ball games, should win the 
Southern league pennant. And that stands no matter 
where Atlanta stands. The pennant winner is the team 
which wins the most games. 

The Shaugnessy system probably will be retained. There 
are two or three owners in the league who make no effort to 
give their fans a baseball team. For some unknown, and in- 
comprehensible reason, the league sustains them by split sea- 
sons, Shaugnessy systems and other patent artificialties. And 
also by gifts of money.

Except for a branch of the alligator 
family in China (with members about 
six feet long), all known alligators are 
native to the New World. They are 
found in the southwestern part of the 
United States, chiefly in Florida, but 
also in Georgia and the Carolinas, 


They also live in tropical parts of 


South America. 

Africa, India and the East Indies 
have more than enough crocodiles, but 
no alligators. 

Alligator nests are built of mut, 
moss and grass and are placed near 
the edge of the water. From two to 
five dozen eggs are laid in each nest, 
The sun’s heat provides 


‘warmth for the hatching, but the fe- 
|male stays near the nest in order to 


protect it from attack. Alligator eggs 
are a little larger than those laid by 
hens, 

Newly hatched alligators are usual- 
ly from seven to nine inches long, but 
weigh hardly two ounces. By the time 
an animal is two and a half years 
old. it weighs about 15 pounds, 

Full-grown male alligators bellow 
a great deal at night when they are 
in their native swamp lands. In zoos 
they sometimes bellow at meal time. 

Alligator hides supply leather for 
purses, hand bags. women’s shoes and 
other purposes. The market value of 
a hide has ranged from $1 to $6 and 
this has led many hunters to kill the 
animals. 

Alligator farms or ranches exist in 
Florida and California. On some of 
them thousands of the animals are 
kept. The hides are sent to market,

NEW YORK, Aug. 19.—(4)}—Cor- 
porate bonds were unsettled by weak- 
ness in other domestic financial mar- 
kets today and generally lower prices 
were posted in the principal divisions. 


United States government bonds, 2; 


however, held remarkably steady up 
to within 15 minutes of the close when 
a rush of selling orders in the 2 7-8 
per cent Treasury bonds carried that 


issue down 2-32ds to 100.23, and most 
of the indirect obligations yielded up 
to 3-32ds, Several of the shorter term 
Treasury issues ended small fractions 
net higher. 

One of the principal sources of sat- 
isfaction available to those working 
for higher prices was the compara- 
tively small volume of bonds brought 
out on the decline. ‘Transfers for the 
day were $10,386,000, par value, com- 
pared with $12,373,000 last Friday 
when the market was on the mend. 
The turnover in governments account- 
ed for about $1,550,000 of this amount. 

The Associated Press average of 20 
rail bonds declined .3 of a point to 
82.8 and the average of 10 utilities 
dipped as much to 98.3. The averages 
for other groups were unchanged. 

Outstanding soft spots were rather 
frequent among carrier and utility is- 
sues, including Baltimore & Ohio 
4 1-2s, off 2 points at 58 1-4; Erie 
fe, off 1 1-2 at 68 1-4; Nickel Plate 
4 1-2s, off 2 1-2 at 61 1-4; Portland 
General Electric 4 1-2s, off 1 1-4 at 
78 3-4; Studebaker 6a, off 1 at 51 1-2, 
and Utility Power & Light 5s, off 
1-2 at 58. 

A drop of 2 3-8 points to 106 1-4 
in American Water Works 68 was an 
outstanding exception in high priced 


bonds, most of which were able to 
break even and in a few instances, 
such as American Rolling Mill 4 1-4s 
and Union Pacific 4 1-2s, small ad- 
vances were recorded. 

New York City Traction bonds came 
back into favor after several days’ rest 
and gains of 1-2 to more than a point 
were general among Interboro obliga- 
tions. Other firm spots included Gen- 
eral Cable 5 1-2s, up 2 1-4 points at 
4 7-8, and Interlaken Iron 5s, up 
1 1-2 at 73 12. 

German government 5 1-28 and Cu- 
ban Public Works 5 1-28 were promi- 
nent foreign bonds selling higher, 
while Italian issues nose-dived again. 
Milan 6 1-28 and Rome 6 1-2s were 
2 to 3 points lower and the govern- 
ment 7s yielded 2 7-8 to 62 1-4.

Business was light and the market 
proved to be easily influenced, There 
was little in the trade situation to 
stimulate buying. An _ extremely 
heavy primary movement and a lib- 
eral increase of more than 6,000,000 
bushels in the domestic visible sup- 
ply of wheat were bearish factors. 

Wheat closed 1-2 to 1 cent below 
Saturday’s finish, December 87 5-8 
to 3-4, and corn was 5-8 to 1 3-8 
off, December 55 to 55 1-8. Oats 
gained 1-4 to 5-8, Rye was 1-4 off 
and barley unchanged to 1-2 down. 

Liverpool wheat’s firmness, ignor- 
ing the late 2 cents drop in values 
here Saturday, was reflected momen- 
tarily in the higher opening at Chi- 
cago, but immediately. thereafter buy- 
ing dwindled. The firm close at 
Liverpool was followed by a rally 
here around noon, prices gaining more 
than a cent at times. 

Following announcement of the sup- 
ply figures, however, pressure in- 
creased and the market eased to its 
close with prices 10 to 17 cents be- 
low the recent highs of the season. 

The increase in the visible supply 
was 6,127,000 bushels, bringing the 
total to 49,244,000, compared with 
114,752,000 last year. Primary re- 
ceipts of wheat today were 2,368,000 
bushels against 989,000 a year ago. 

Cables said the Liverpool market 
was influenced by insufficient rains 
in Argentina, bullish weekly statis- 
tics and the tense political situation 
abroad. : 

Hedging pressure was in evidence 
in the Chicago market throughout 
the day and at times wheat appar- 
ently acted in sympathy with corn, 
which was heavy’ throughout. Ten, 
too, bears pointed out that the possi- 
bility of: continued importation of 
Canadian wheat acted somewhat as a 
ceiling on the market. eget 

Selling of new crop corn deliveries 
was encouraged by reports of showery 
conditions believed to have given re- 
lief at least temporarily to grain suf- 
fering from hot, dry weather.
